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The Origin ol The Coin. 

To anyone who has delved even 
a little hit into the subject of 
•'money," the fascination numis- 
matics hold* for coin collectors is 
readily understandable. One of 
the first thiiiKR man invented, 
money, has a long and interest in^ 
history. 

Coins as we see them today are 
the results of a development more 
or less haphazard An example of 
this is found in the mark resciii 
blinpauew moon which almost every 
Chinese coiu bears. This originate 
ed in an accident during the time 
of Empress Wentake, in 620 A D 
The wax model of the proposed 
coin was presented to her m*J»StJ 
for her nppioval. In taking hold of 
the model she left theimpession of 
her thumbnail on it, and as a result 
it has been a marked characteristic 
of Chinese coins for hundreds of 
years. It was even copied in Japan 
and Corea. 

How many people know the 
reason for the milled edges 00 coins ? 
This was introduced through the 
necessity of preventing " clipping" 
and "sweating" That gentle art 
consisted of shaving the edges of 
coins to obtain the tfold 01 silver 
and then patting them off for their 
full value. Strong laws sgalnst t his 
practice were enacted from lime to 
time. It was even treated in some 
countries as treason and made sub- 
ject to severe punishment, but not 
withstanding the curb, persons of 
good position, and sometimes high 
ecclesiastics, were found guilty. 
Clipping was at last stopped by the 
introduction in 1968 of milling the 
edges of coins. Only those of high- 
er denominations were thus treated, 
and pennies and nickels to this day 
have smooth edges. 

The origins of money terms an* 
interesting. In 270 BO. the Ro 
mans, who had been saved from do 
feat in battle by a warning that 
the goddess Juno was supposed to 
have given, surnained her M Mon- 
eta," from " monere" (to war), and 
erected a temple that they called 
by this name Shortly therenfin 
some spoils of war weie carried to 
Rome and stored in his temple. 
Later the building was used as a 
mint. It was only natural thai its 
productions came to take the name 
of " moneta." Hence the word 
11 money." 

The word "dollar" is derived 
from the German 4I thai," meaning 
vale or valley. In 1484 the Aus- 
ttian Government coined a certain 
piece of silver called ** crown." 
This was tire first coin, as far as we 
know, to be Of the size and weight 
of the coins which were later known 
as pleces-of-eight, piastres, dollars, 
etc. In 1618 a Bohemian feudal 
lord named Count Sehlick coined 
some pieces of this size at a mini in 
Joachim's Thai, or Joachim's \ 'ale, 
in Bohemia. They were Brit known 
as Schlicktenthalers and Joachirns- 
thalers— afterward abbreviated to 
11 thalers." These coins were cir- 
culated in Bohemia and the low 
countries, where they wort various- 
ly called " thalers," " dollars," 
•■ daalers," etc. They even reached 
Constantinople, Sttd wote named 

"aslanl " When Charles V , King 

to Spain, heard of Schlicktenthalers 
he dedded tO adopt the life as 
standard. So he coined eight 
Spanish reals of silver, which am- 
ounted to about the size of a thaler, 
and called them 4 * pieces of-eiuht " 
and " dollars." This coin, in July, 
1796, was adopted in Ameiica by 
the Continental Congress. 

The Mgn of a dollar ( *) Oft me 
about in this way I When Charles 
V. designed pieces of-eight the two- 
pillars of Hercules were placed on 
one side, with a scroll forming an 
M S" and the words u Plus ultra." 
This made a orode " I." Itoane 
to be used as a sign for pieces-of- 
eight — afterward dollar. 

The word M carat" originated in 
the east, and signified beans of a 
locust tree. These b#ao* ware naod 
from time immemoilal among east- 
ern nations as a weight, just as 
barley and wheat have been with us 

Money was called " cash" by the 
ancient Hindus (from •• karaha- 
pana," a coin). " Coin" comes from 
the Latin word 4i cuneus," a die or 
stamp. Tbt gninra was named from 
the country in which the gold Wa* 
obtained. " Franc" is the abbrevia- 
tiiin of the iuscilpMon Fraiicnrum 
Rex. M Shilling" comes from a root 
signifying to divide. 

It la * an Interesting fact that 



many new ideas in banking origin- 
ated through the financial difficulties 
of monarchs. Once in 119 BO., 
Emperor Outi of China discovered 
that his finai re in bad shape 

So stiaitened was the treasury and 
so gloomy the outlook that the 
Emperor summoned his prime 
minister. This dignitary was made 
to understand that the Condition 
must be remedied forthwith or dire 
consequences to himself would 
result. 

As the prime minister bowed his 
way out of the roj ai presence be 
COljceived a great idea. It was I In* 
cartons custom in this court when 
princes or eomtieis had audience 
with the Emperor to cover their 
face with a piece of fur. So the 
hard- pressed prime minister con- 
ceived the [dan of having a decree 

leaned providing that for this pur- 
pose only the fur of a certain white 
deci kept in one of the royal parks 
should be permitted. He put the 
plan into execution, and the fut 
was sold for high ptiees, thereby 
solving the financial problem. 

The temptation to create money 
by the issuing of notes in excessive 
quantities has long been a charac- 
teiistic of potentates. In many 
countries it wasnecesary to deprive 
t he ruler of his power to issue mnHcy, 
and the right was bestowed on pri- 
vate IttStitUtioQS In 1332 A.D 
tin* Emperor of Tartar; made money 
of paper and leather tw such an ex- 
tent that gold and silver fell into 
disuse. At one time it took 1,000 
min, or $15,000, in paper money to 
buy a cake of t ice. The reckless 
Issuing Of notes event u ally placed 
the money in such disrepute that in 
1686 there was no trace of it left. 

China was no doubt I be first 
country to use coins. It had a 
system Of its own as far back as 

2250 b c. Its " i'u" money Is in 

t (nesting. These coins were ap- 
parently made before the (Mums.' 

began to write, or before it occurred 

to them tO place On coins their 
denominations. At any rate, they 
adopted tin* rather laborious plan 
of indicating value by making the 

coin in the shape of the article it 

could purchase. Thus they had s 

knife coin, consisting of a regular 

blade and a round handle, with a 
bole in the latter for convenience 
iti stringing the coins. Later the 
blade pail was left off and only the 
Circular handle remained (making 
its present shape). Coins were 
also Issued in the Shape Of shirts, 
hoes, scythes, spades, etc. 

What was often an acute problem 
in the oast is shown by tin* acl of 

the Empress of Japan near the end 

of tin* sixth century. .She Ordered S 
bronae statue of Siaka to bo cast 
into coins and a plaster 000 creeled 
in its place. The coinage was contin- 
ually being upset by the great ab- 
sorption Of OOlnS to be cast into 
Buddhist images. At the end of 

tin* eight century the scarcity of 
copper mew so general that rent 
was universally paid in r 

In Egypt and Babylon, copper was 
used In bricks, but generally in 

tings. It was employed in this man 

nor in Ireland down to the ISlh 
century and is still in use in the in- 
terior of Africa. The eat lie 
em coinage was either that of 
Lydiaor Pheldon. The Greeks and 
Romans employed coins. The 
Oat thaginians seemed to possess a 
form of currency similar to bank 
notes. These notes consisted of 
small pieces of leather in which a 
substance known only to the m 
was wrapped. Il was then sealed 
and Issued for circulation. These 
isMiies were made only under the 

authority of state. 

Il is significant of the extent to 
Which money nod banking is allied 
with progress thai In the dark ages 
money became practically un- 
known. — New York Qlobe.

In one of the many second-hand 
book stores of New York City, Mr. 
E. Souweine chanced upon a book of 
nearly two hundred pages relating to 
the deaf and dumb, and through 
his courtesy we have the privilege of 
giving a brief description of the vol- 
ume, so that Institutions having in 
their libraries similar tomes of ancient 
origin may see if it is numbered 
among them. 

The title of the book, which was 
printed in the year 1669, reads as 
follows: — 

(l Elements of Speech : An Essay of 
Inquiry into the National Production 
of letters 1 With an Appendix Con- 
cerning Persons Deaf and Dumb. 
By William Holder, D.D., Fellow of 
the Royal Society, London. Printed 
by T. N. for J. Martyn, Printer to 
the R. Society, at the Bell without 
Temple- bar, 1669." 

In the preface, Dr. Holden writes ; 1 
" It hath been to me a matter of 
M wonder, that tn the Alphabets of 
u tffl Languages whereof I have any 
" knowledge ; there is not to be 
" found either Order or Perfection. 
M Tbe Characters (or written Let- 
4 * ters) neither being adjusted to the 
M sounds of letters pronounced ; nor 
1 ' disposed in the Alphabet according 
M to any rational or, Natural Order. 
" The Consequences whereof have 
M been to render languages more 
"difficult to be learnt. * * * 
" And it having happened to me some 
M years past, to have been deeply 
" engaged in this consideration of 
" the Alphabet, by a Worthy Desire 
11 of giving Relief to a Deaf and 
11 Dumb Person, in the year 1659, 
11 recommended to my care: and be- 
" ing at last prevailed with by divers 
" Persons, who remember the suc- 
cess of that enterprise, to com- 
M municate the way and method I 
" then used." * ***** 
The author gives considerable at- 
tention to articulation, and as has 
often been repeated in recent years, 
by advocates of oral instruction, he 
says: " Now as to the most general 
case of those who are Deaf and 
Dumb, I say, they are Dumb by 
consequence from their Deafness, 
only because they are not taught to 
speak." He then goes into quite a 
lucid explanation of teaching the 
dumb to speak. 

Seven years before this book was 
written, we find by reference to 
Henry Winter Syle'a " Retrospect of 
the Education of the Deaf," that 
both Wallis and Dalgarno were act- 
ively at work, the first actually teach- 
ing deaf and dumb children and ex- 
hibiting the results before tbe Royal 
Society, and the latter engaged in 
publishing his " Didascalacoph us, or 
the Deaf and Dumb Man's Tutor," 
which included an alphabet similar 
to the "touch alphabet" that has 
been " invented" several times dur- 
ing the past one hundred years.

March 29th, 1919, will loug be re- 
membered by the graduates of Fan 
wood, who responded to a call to 
attend a meeting of the Fauwood 
Alumni Association at their Alma 
Mater on that evening. 

It was an evening that few desir 
ed to venture out. The wind was 
blowing gales, in fact it was one of 
the worst nights that the writer has 
experienced since the famous bliz 
zard of 1888. 

When the writer arrived at the 
School, the Fan wood Literary As- 
sociation was holding a meet in 
the chapel, Dr. Fox, who has been 
president of the School Association 
these past twenty-five years or more 
was presiding. 

It was just a few minutes after 
eight o* clock, and the Fauwood 
Alumni Association was to meet at 
half past eight. Only four grad 
uates had arrived, and of the officers 
none were on hand, hut the Treasur- 
er, Miss Myra L. Barrager, soon put 
in an appearance, and the President, 
Mr. Alex.

A great many interesting stories 
are told about the celebrated Jewish 
sage, Moses Maimonides. He was 
the rabbi of the Jewish community 
of Cordova, Spain, in the early days 
of the twelfth century. From dis- 
tant lauds men flocked to gather the 
Words of wisdom that fell from his 
lips; for he was great not only in the 
knowledge of the Jewish law or Tor- 
ah, but also in philosophy, astron- 
omy, and medicine Kings and 
princes often employed him as their 
physician. 

The fame of Maimonides reached a 
certain Jewish family in Loudon. 
The head of this family, a wealthy 
merchant, was the proud parent of 
an only son. The young man — scarce- 
ly more than a boy — was of a very 
scholarly disposition, He was never 
happ'er than when engaged in study, 
and his interest embraced every 
branch of learning and science. He 
longed to set his eyes upon the 
"Light of Israel,' 1 as Maimonides 
was commonly called, and to become 
his disciple. 

He finally obtained his father's 
consent and set sail fonSpain. 

He had a very stoi my voyage, and 
when near the coast of Spain was 
hurled against one of the ship's 
masts. He lay senseless for hours 
until he was discovered by the sail 
ors. On regaining consciousness, he 
found himself speechless, the shock 
having rendered him dumb, though 
not deaf. This, however, did not 
deter him from his purpose, and on 
bis arrival at Cordova, he disguised 
himself in shabby clothes and went 
to see Maimonides. When he was 
finally ushered into the presence of 
Maimonides, he ind Icated by i means 
of gestures that he wished to become 
one of his servants, demanding no- 
thing in return but bread and clothes. 
Now, Maimonides was a wealthy 
man aud well provided with servants, 
but he pitted the stranger who 
poor and speechless. He therefore 
accepted his offer and took him into 
his household service. At this the 
young man's heart leaped with joy. 
He was happy at the thought that 
henceforth he would be living under 
one roof with the greatest scholar 
of the age, observing his minutest 
actions and continually absorbing 
his ripe wisdom. 

Without ever betraying the fact 
to his master, he applied himself 
with great zeal to the study of the 
Law and of the various branches of 
science. Whenever the disciples of 
Maimonides assembled at his house 
to hear his discourses, the youth 
would listen with rapt attention ; 
whenever Maimonides retired to his 
room to "Study the Torah or to carry 
on "his researches in the field of 
medicine, the youth would be close 
at hand, eagerly watching every 
movement. 

The sage never thought of taking 
any precautions against a simple- 
minded mute. Often, when Mai- 
monides was out for a walk or to 
call on some royal patient, his room 
would be left in the care of the 
young servant. The latter never 
d to seize these golden op 
portunities to read and reread the 
many books written in Maimonides 
own hand, until he know their con- 
tents by heart. 

Thus the youth grew wiser every 
day, while his master had not the 
slightest inkling of the fact. 

One day a prince of the royal 
house took sick. The greatest 
doctors were summoned, but they 
said they could do nothing. Final- 
ly Maimonides was called in for con 
sultation. The sage arrived, ex- 
amined the patient, then, turning to 
weeping relatives, he said : 

14 I can save the patient if you 
agree to lei me perform au operation 
on his brain. There is a worm 
fastened on the brain ; if it is taken 
away he will recover. ' ' 

The prince's relatives realized 
how dangerous such an operation 
but, despairiug of saving his 
life in any other way, they consent- 
union ides went home, took his 
instruments, and had his young 
servant, the mute, carry them to 
the prince's palace, where he was 
also to assist his master in the opera- 
tion. 

As soon as they arrived, Mai- 
monides lo*t no time in performing 
the operation. He cut into the 
ent' a skull and revealed the 
D that lay upon the brain. He 
\ from his case a pair of pincers, 
but as he was about to seize the 
worm, % he suddenly heard some one 
exclaim in Hebrew : 

Stop ! Do not touch the 
eat* a brain with vour instrument. 
It will kill him!" 



done in such a case/' replied the 
youth. " If I recall correctly, you 
say : Take the fresh leaf of a tree 
and place it near the worm. The 
worm will be attracted by the scent 
of the leaf and will leave the brain 
to crawl upon the leaf." 

Maimonides remembered his own 
advice and followed it. The prince 
recovered completely from his dan- 
gerous sickness. Out of gratitude 
he offered to shower costly gifts up- 
on Maimonides, but the latter re- 
fused to accept them. When the 
prince insisted on giving some re- 
ward, Maimonides said: H God has 
rewarded the one deserving of re- 
ward by restoring speech to the 
dumb youth, and by conferring up- 
on the world another master of 
medicine to do his bidding." — TA* 
Jewish Deaf. 



Paul I\ Berg Dead 

Schoolmates and acquaintances 
will learn with regret of the death of 
Paul Ferdinand Berg, at Greenfield, 
Mass., following a week's illness 
with pneumonia. He was born in 
the year 1885, and when of school 
age was privileged to receive his 
instruction in the New York Insti- 
tution for the Deaf. He married 
Clara May Lewis. 

After years of residence in Brook- 
lyn he moved to Catskill, N. Y,, 
and Columbia, Pa., in pursuit of his 
trade, and fiualiy to Greenfield, 
Mass., where he was employed as 
machinist with a large tool manu- 
facturing concern for two years, 
He was respected and loved as a 
man, having a good character and a 
congenial disposition. 

His body was sent to Brooklyn for 
burial. Aft^r a funeral service at 
the home of his father on the evening 
preceding, he was buried in Mt. Olive 
Cemetery on the 27th, Rev Arthur 
Boll officiating. He is survived by 
his wife aud two children, one of 
them an infant. His death is mourn- 
ed by his deaf brothers and sister and 
by a host of friends. But their loss 
is his gain. 

He was a member of the Lutheran 
Mission to the Deaf, having been 
confirmed in the faith in 1914. 
Wherever he took up his abode, 
he affiliated with his church, eager 
for the means of grace.
